The land is completely sur- 
rounded by homes of prominent white 
citizens, 

In order to get to the property it 
would be necessary for the negroes to 
go down either Ashby street or Pee- 
Ples street and along Lucile avenue 
for nearly half a block, and this would 
be extremely objectionable to residents 
on these streets. 

Mr. Wimpy Talks, 


‘In speaking of the houses concerning 
which the indignation meeting is to, 
be held, Mr. Wimpy said: “The entire!

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ONE SOUTHERN ‘MONOPOLY’ UNCHALLENGED 


The Dominion of Canada is seeking to bar the American negro 
from that country. Negotiations are now on foot between the 
authorities of the two governments and the interdiction is to issue, 
if it does, upon the ground that the negro is not qualified ethno- 
logically to thrive.in the “rigorous northern climate.” 

The Canadian press, as a rule, favors the pending proscrip- 
tion | 

One of the more prominent Dominion papers declares the. peo- 
ple of Canada are in “sympathy” with the negro, but pleads that 
Canada does not want to add to her problems, and winds up with 
the assertion, “after all, the south is the best place for the negro.” 

The attitude of Canada is only of a part with the changing 
attitude of the north within recent years. 

In fact, the expressions of the northern press today toward 
the negro and the south are startling in contrast with expressions 
upon the same subject even fifteen years ago. : 

The north has discovered that the negro invariably brings 
with him a problem, and that the question of handling him is by 
no means geographical. - 

Events fresh in the minds of the younger generation of news- 
paper readers—indeed, one conspicuous incident not. many weeks 
old—testify to the fact that the northern interpretation of the negro, 
his peculiarities and his meaning has undergone a wonderful trans- 
formation in the difect‘on of coming down to “brass tacks.” 

No longer does the well-balanced northern periodical wax 
wrathfully reproachful over occasional evidences of racial friction 
ir the south. It is checked by that tolerance which is the fruit of 
first-hand knowledge and experience. 

The curious feature, however, both of the Canadian and the 
crystallizing northern attitude, is willingness not to disturb the 
south in her possession of this one “problem.” 

On all sides there is friendliness for him, and commendation 
for his progress, but—there are no longer wholesale invitations to 
“locate in our midst.” 

In one respect this changed viewpoint simply confirms the re- 
iterated statements of The Constitution—that the south knew the 
negro and was, ultimately, his best friend, because, while encour- 
aging him in the working out of his own salvation, it never failed 
ta emphasize the social gulf fixed between the two races. 

Where it 1s all to end is another matter. There is light in the 
fact that the better class of negroes—and it is being steadily re- 
cruited—are learning that the hope of the race is to purge itself 
of its more vicious elements, and to qualify for those tasks for 
which it is most obviously fitted.

Hundreds of thousands of their 
comradeg had fallen and they had. to 
take up the burden of life anew, under 

rievous and disheartening conditions.

Our 
Cars are filled with the hum of fae- 
tories, the road of trains and the thun- 
derous traffic of these teeming and 
prosperous times. 

“We should never be too busy to 
honor the heroism of the past or to 
acknowledge our debt of gratitude to 
the men who laid themselves a living 
sacrifice upon the altar of their coun- 
try in the times that tried men’s souls. 

“Without faltering in the task of 
the present and proving ourselves 
sufficient for the duties of our days, 
let us remember the old heroes who 
linger on ‘the shores of time. Their 
palmy days are in the past, unless 
there be other and brighter oneg for 
them on the farther shore, ‘where war 
drums beat no longer and battle flags 
are furled.’ 

“Atlanta is asked to pay tribute in 
some measure to those old heroes by 
raising funds to send them to the con- 
federate reunion on the fiftieth anni-

“It is almost their last rally. In a 
very few more years the places that 
have known them, will know them no 
more forever.

INFANT MURDER | 


INO TO WOMAN 


Mrs. Rachel Lyni Faces 
Recorder Today. 


Sensational Charges Will Be 
Made Against Her---Whole- 
sale Slaughter of Little Ones, 
Say the Officers---Woman 
Denies Charge. 


Mrs. Rachel Lynn, 68 years old, of 
605 Washington street, will face the 
recorder tuis morning on sensational 
charges of malpractice. 

For nearly three weeks an investiga- 
tion has been in progress and the of- 
ficers state that they have evidence 
te show that the woman is guilty of 
wholesale murder of infants by bar- 
barous means, 

Present at the trial will be women 
who, it is said, have been confined at 
the Lynn home, nurses and people of 
the neighborhood who have long been 
suspicious of the character of the 
place 

Lynn Home is Raided. 

Mrs. Lynn was taken into custody 
during a raid on the place by Detec- 
tives Hewell and Hollingsworth, ac- 
companied by Detectives Rosser and 
Clarke and Probation Officer Gloer. 
With her were arrested two white 
women and two negro servants and 
Mrs. Lynn's grandson, Charles Flynn, 
12 years old, who has since been re- 
leased. 

Some weeks ago the body of a new- 
horn male child was foung in the soft 
dirt by the railroad tracks near Gor- 
don street. It had been strangled to 
death. Coroner Donehoo at that time 
commenced an investigation, street 
car employees being examined as to 
the people who had been there that 
day, and every effort being made _ to 
find the criminals, resulting in Mrs. 
Lynn's arrest Wednesday, and it is 
claimed that the little baby was buried 
by two white women and a small boy. 

Mrs. lynn is confined in the women’s 
ward of the station house, apart from 
the two white women, who are ‘quar- 
tered in the juvenile ward as material 
witnesses. 

“There is not a word of foundation 
for the whole story,” she says. “I am 
a spiritualist, and make most of my 
living that way. My husband is an 
invalid, and very low at the present 
time, and he may die while I am here.

“The two bedrooms upstairs had 
to be made up; there was great dis- 
order ir the unpacking of trunks and 
there was a general cleaning-up which 
should begin at once.

“TIT felt that of all disagreeable

“Finally I decided to send the serv- 
ant out to buy the luncheon,-with as 
few things as possible to be cooked, 
and I determined to do the cleaning-up 
myself. 

“Well, I. won't go into details as to 
what my tribulationszs were. It was 
almost luncheon time each day before 
i had fintshed my work, and I had 
walked thiles in the house doing the 
cleaning-up. When I walked in. the 
kitchen, there I saw the luncheon 
cooking, presided over by the very 
calm servant who was scolloping paper 
to go on her shelves. Her hands were 
not soiled, and I had soiled mine and 
broken two ngils every day. 

“When luncheon was served, she did 
it, looking neat and orderly, while I 
felt dreadfully, and, I know, looked so. 

“After luncheon. I continued the 
cleaning, with her assistance. When 
callers came at 4:30 o'clock, she was 
alright, and» went to the door, only. to 
excuse me, for I had not had time to 
perform a toilet.

In three years [I kept a 
servant to wait on me, and I did the 
cooking. I found that the very easiest 
and most interesting part of the house- 
keeping. I let the servant do the 
cleaning-up; the work I[ had done. I 
let her answer the telephone, and go 
to the door and talk to the milk man, 
and take back the eggs to the grocer. 
She washed the dishes; she scoured the 
Kitchen floor, and |] soon found that 
housekecping was not so bad after ali. 

“Now, I do not believe that the aver- 
age young housekeeper today is very 
much better posted than I was, and I 
think an educational system is all 
wrong which does not include training 
for every phase of housekeeping. 

“They should be taught food values, 
the economy of food products, the sea- 
son when gardens should be planted 
and the season for flower planting. No 
studies in the world are more inter- 
esting to all women and no woman 
should feel equipped for life until she 
knows these things.”

The Pekin {s the best farm and all- 
purpose duck. It is very profitable for 
use on a large scale, and is the most 

easily raised of all. * 

These ducks are very large, some 
weighing as much as 18 pounds to the 
peir. As layers, they are only slightly 
excelled by the Indian Runner, laying 
from 1256 to 175 eggs each season. They 
are hearty, mature early and stand con- 
finement fairly well. At the.age of 10 
weeks Pekin ducks weigh from 3 to 4 
pounds each. A 2-foot fence will con- 
fine them. _ 

-The standard weight of the adult 
drake is 8 pounds, adult duck 7 pounds 
and young duck 6 pounds. 

Access to swimming water is not at 
all necessary in ordergto successfully 
raise Pekin ducky. Some of the most 
successful duck raisers in the country 
raise many thousand each year, with- 
out any water except for drinking pur? 
poser. The only apparent difference is 
in the plumage. the upland duck is not 
as pure white as the water duck. 

Both vegetable and animal matter 
constitute a duck's food. A duck has 
no crop. and the food passes directly 
from the throat to the gizzard, so you 
can see the food must be in a soft state. 

For voung ducks to mature early, 
the following is a good ration: From 
the second to the fifth day feed equal 
parts by measure of bread crumbs, corn 
meal and hard-boiled eggs, mixing 
about 56 per cent of sand into the meal. 
This should be mixed with either water 
or milk and fed at 7 a. m., 11 a. m., 2 
p.m. and 6 p. m. From the fifth to the 
tWentieth day feed the following mix- 
ture: Wheat bran by measure 2 parts, 
corn meal l part, and half the entire 
bulk rolled oats. To this add 5 per cent 
of beef scraps, sand and green food. 
Mix this well with milk or water until 
about the consistency of mush. I pre- 
fer milk to water for the mixing. Feed 
this about four times a day, 

From now on feed a mixture of 60 per‘ 
cent of bran, 30 per cent of corn meal, 
B per cent of beef scrap and 5 percent 
of green food. Mix well and feed only 
three times a day. ' 

The breeding ducks should always be 
pelected from the first hatches, and 
separated from those intended for 
market. and should not be forced as 
those are that are intended for market, 
mor fed on very fattening foods. Breed- 
ing ducks should be given free range, 
and, if possible, water toswimin. Lay- 
ine ducks should be fed as follows: 
Corn meal 45 per cent, bran 20 per cent, 
eeoked vegetables 15 per cent, beef 
gcrap and about 15 per cent sand, grit 

oyster shell. This should be mixed 
with milk or water and fed twice a 
day. morning and evening. For both 
breeding and market ducks, feed only 
@0 much as they will eat up with a 
relish. If the hens have free range they 
are not always eupplied with grit. A 
calculation made for 100 hens will 
ghow that they pick up a large amount 
of grit in one day, 4nd during the 
eourse of a year it may be measured 
by bushels. Now, because a range may 
have plenty of gravel, it is not to be 
inferred that the hens are elways sup- 
plied with grit, for they demand only 
the grit that is .sharp and cutting, 
voiding it from the body as soon as the 
edges are rounded off. The wear and 
tear of the rains, frost and acids round 
all the gravel some, and they are usu- 
ally smooth. By pounding up broken 
crockery and rock and piecing it before 
them, they will be noticed to swallow 
it readily. This should prompt poultry 
raisers to keep the range supplied with 
sharp material of some kind, no matter 
low gravelly the range may be.

N. C.—Dear Uncle 
Joe: I write for information. The case 
is this: More than a month since I had 
a hen with a pecullar affection of set- 
ting or squatting down nearly all the 
time as if leg wary. She would eat, 
and. go to roost pole at night, but 
doesn’t get any better. I also have 
two more in the last few days with the 
same trouble. If you can give any 
remedy for this trouble it would be ap- 
preciated. 

Answer—If the fowl has pale, yel- 
low skin, slow gait, small appetite and 
perhaps, slight diarrhea, the trouble 
is inflammation of the liver. Give 
broken doses of calomel, say half grain 
at a time, until four doses are given, 
follow this up with a dose or two of 
Salts, fifteen grains to a tablespoon- 
ful of water. Or if you think it rheu- 
matism, bathe the affected parts with 
witch-hazel two or three times a day. 
Feed less starchy food and more pro- 
tein and mineral matter. 


Mrs. B. M. C. Hawkinsville, Ga.— 
|; Dear Uncle Joe: Would be glad if you 
would tell me what the disease is 
among my chickens. They are taken 
all of a sudden, running and flying as 
if they are scared; do not notice their 
biddies or anything; seem to be blind, 
but their eyes look natural, and finally 
get beyond traveling and die. 


Answer—Think the trouble spells ap- 
oplexy, bursting of a blood vessel in 
the brain. No doubt you are feeding 
lyour little biddies well, and the hens 


‘are getting more to eat than is good 


for them. No doubt you will find the 
dead hens very fat. Try and arrange 
your chick feeding s0 that the hen 
cannot help herself at will. Make a pen

After reading Sis 
Brooks’ letter of Mount Olivet, Miss., 
I wanted to let you all know about 
my experience with White Orpingtons.

infa many years ago. I first saw the 

rpingtons three -years ago, at Sharon 
Park poultry farm, Zion City, NL, and, 
knowing the proprietor personally, be- 
lieved he would do the right thing by 
any one. After much thought, decided 
it would be the cheapest in the end 
to get a trio. I would be pretty sure 
of getting fifty yourig birds besides 
having the old ones left. So I sent him 
$15; paid $4.01 express, making total 
$19.01. They were on the road five days, 
and, Unele Joe, the second morning 
here, early, one laid. They have been 
here two weeks, 6 o’clock tonight, and 
the two have laid exactly 14 eggs. Aft- 
er a five days’ journey. Have engaged 
one setting at $8 That may seem 
quite a price to some, but with good 
care he ought to raise 13 to 16 chicks. 
I feed good, and a balance ration so 
as to hatch good healthy chicks. This 
is much better In the long run than 
buying shipped eggs, as the shaking 
they get in transportation renders 
many good eggs unhatchable. Uncle 
Joe, I expect know the cure-all for 
chickens. I know a remedy that was 
called that in a poultry paper, and is 
good for colds, Iimber-neck and bowel 
trouble. ’ 

Answer—At certain seasons of the 
year it pays better to buy a trio or pen 
of chickens than to buy eggs, if one 
can afford the price. Though I cannot 
agree with you about transported’ eggs 
not hatching well, I know of perfect 
hatches after eggs had been shipped 
four, six and eight hundred miles. I 
hatched four chicks from seven eggs 
that had been shipped 600 miles, and 
well shaken by the party of the first 
part to whom they were consigned. 
Properly packed eggs can be shipped 
anywhere. Hope the Zion City Orping- 
tons willl prove a lasting pleasure and 
profit.
